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BRITISH COLUMBIA X-RAY REFRESHER COURSES

British Columbia 


ITH the steady increase in popula- 
tion in the Province of British 


Columbia and the expanding use 
of x-ray as a diagnostic aid in medicine, it 
has long been felt that there was a need 
for some type of follow-up training for 
technicians who were operating equip- 
ment outside the larger cities. 


Technicians, the Provincial Society, 
radiologists, hospitals and the B.C. Hos- 
pital Association were all concerned with 
the increased demands that were being 
made both of the technician and equip- 
ment; particularly was this true in respect 
to some of the smaller hospitals. Some 
type of refresher course for technicians 
was indicated, but due to the nature of 
the organizations and financial or admin- 
istrative difficulties, it was impossible to 
implement any of the several good ideas. 


For a number of years within the 
Health Branch of the Department of 
Health Services and Hospital Insurance, 
there has been the Radiological Advisery 
Council, composed of radiologists, doctors,

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administrators, and health physicists, 
who have, as the name implies, acted as 
advisers to the Health Branch on all mat- 
ters pertaining to x-ray within the 
Province. 


One of their terms of reference was this 
question of technician training and the 
study of methods to try to alleviate the 
chronic shortage that seems to exist in this 
rapidly expanding field. 


As this problem and other relative mat- 
ters contained a large element of the 
unknown, the recently appointed Techni- 
cal Adviser was requested to develop a 
questionnaire covering all phases of x-ray. 
This developed as a statistical survey of 
140 questions, one of which was “Would 
your hospital or department be interested 
in a one week refresher course if a sub- 
sidy was made available?” It was sent to 
173 departments and the replies were an 
overwhelming “Yes.”

As the size of the institutions varied 
widely and the training background 
amongst technicians differed, it was de- 
cided that two graded refresher courses 
would be best. One an “elementary” 
level for operators with no formal train- 
ing and using mobile or lighter equipment 
for limited examinations, and an “ad- 
vanced” course for technicians who had 
taken some formal training or were R.T.’s 
and who wished to further their knowl- 
edge in the newer techniques and equip- 
ment being used. 


Application was made and granted for 
financial assistance through Federal 
Health Grants which would be used to 
pay return transportation and assist to- 
wards room and board. (This averaged 
$40.00 per student.) 
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In the interests of better teaching prac- 
tice the size of the courses was limited to 
20 students. This allowed for a much 
more personal approach on the part of the 
instructor and it was much easier to de- 
termine whether he was getting his topic 
across. In a 36-hour teaching period try- 
ing to cover the whole field of x-ray, the 
subject matter of necessity must be great- 
ly condensed. 


Instructors were drawn from the radiol- 
ogists, doctors, technicians and x-ray 
companies who willingly gave their time 
and knowledge in the interests of better 
service to the patient. For both courses 
there were a total of 35 instructors who 
gave lectures covering the various phases 
of the 19 subjects. 


Each instructor was asked to prepare a 
synopsis of his lecture and these were 
mimeographed and bound in book form 
and given to every student to be used by 
them as a reference source. The x-ray 
companies also donated technical pamph- 
lets which covered the whole field of 
x-rays. 


The syllabus for the “elementary” 
course covered such subjects as: basic 
anatomy, positioning, x-ray physics, x-ray 
apparatus, nursing essentials for the 
radiological technician, film processing, 
x-ray protection, equipment maintenance, 
and technical procedures. 


The syllabus for the “advanced” course 
had the same general headings as above 
and an additional one added, depart- 
mental administration, but was material- 
ly expanded and made more technical 
throughout. 


We were fortunate in having adequate 
and readily available lecturing facilities, 
including all the mechanical and elec- 
trical accessories needed.

week each, from 8.30 a.m. to 5.00 p.m., the 
last hour of each course was reserved 
as a question and answer period, when 
the students were given the opportunity 
of firing their still unanswered problems 
at the assembled instructors. Also during 
the period they were given a course 
critique which they were asked to fill in 
frankly and leave unsigned. 


The answers on the critiques were 
enthusiastic and frank, with a good deal 
of constructive criticism on our first effort 
at conducting such courses.

1. That too much was crowded into 
each day, the day being too long to 
absorb so much. 


2. Fewer subjects should be given on 


such a short course and more prac- 
tical demonstrations used. 


More time should be allowed for 
visiting departments in the city dur- 
ing the operating hours to observe 
first-hand the various examinations 
being carried out. 


One worthy of further considera- 
tion was the suggestion that a cor- 
respondence type course covering 
the intended refresher course sylla- 
bus be sent out two months in ad- 
vance. The students would then

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OBSTETRICAL RADIOGRAPHY

ADIOGRAPHIC examination plays 
R a highly important role in modern 

obstetrical practice and has made 
major contributions toward an accuracy 
in diagnosis which is not attainable by 
clinical methods of examination alone. 


Generally, examinations referable to 
pregnancy are divided into three main 
groups, namely: pelvimetry, placentog- 
raphy and foetography. 


PELVIMETRY is a radiographic ex- 
amination used to determine accurate 
measurements of the maternal pelvic 
diameters and of the foetal head. 


PLACENTOGRAPHY is a radio- 
graphic examination used to determine 
the placental site. 


FOETOGRAPHY is a radiographic 
examination which may aid the radiolo- 
gist in determining the presence of, or 
absence of, pregnancy, foetal age and 
foetal abnormalities, and foetal death. 


It is important that the technicians 
obtain all the available information about 
the patient, such as her history, clinical 
diagnosis and the examination required 
by her physician, so that he or she may 
obtain the desired views. This is extreme- 
ly important to the radiologist in making 
a diagnosis. The technician must also 
realize that no two pre-natal examinations 
are exactly alike, and therefore judgment 
must be used accordingly. 


It is interesting to note that this paper was writ:en 
while its authors were still students. 
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As radiographs of the pregnant abdo- 
men should show the whole of the foetus 
and uterine wall 14 x 17 plates are used. 
In pregnancy after the twentieth week, it 
is desirable routinely to take prone, supine 
and lateral views. In radiography in 
pregnancy, both maternal and independ- 
ent foetal movements may mar the clarity 
of a radiograph, therefore, the patient 
should be instructed to take several 
steady and deep breaths in order to insure 
that no foetal anoxemia, which tends to 
cause foetal movement, will occur. The 
breath is then held at the expiratory 
phase. The exposure time should be as 
short as possible and the use of the 
Potter-Bucky Diaphragm or grid is essen- 
tial. It is a wise procedure to be sure 
that the patient has an empty bladder, 
especially in determining the placental 
site. 


Extreme care should be exercised in 
obtaining good films from the beginning 
in order to minimize the possibility of 
repeats with unnecessary additional radia- 
tion. 


In viewing the radiographs, the radiolo- 
gist examines the foetal attitude and 
position, makes a detail inspection of the 
skeletal anatomy of the foetus, inspects 
the uterine wall and placental shadow, 
and makes a general review of the ma- 
ternal structure—spine, pelvis, 
areas, etc. 


renal 


There are many different methods used 
in pelvimetry examinations (in studying 
foetal pelvic relationships and pelvic 
mensuration). In our department the 
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method used is a variation of the Weitzer 
rule designed by Colcher and Sussman. 
In this procedure, the patient is in the 
supine position, with knees drawn up. 
When the rule is placed 10 cms. below the 
top of the symphisis, it falls into a plane 
into which all three important planes of 
the pelvis fall, namely, the pelvic inlet, 
mid-pelvis, and the pelvic outlet. 


In the lateral view, the rule is placed 
in the crease of the buttocks. In both 
cases a comparison of the magnified dis- 
tortion of the centimeter rule and the 
various diameters can be determined. In 
these views the pelvis can be typed, foetal- 
pelvic relationships can be studied, and 
the probable mechanism of labour can be 
determined. 


A pelvimetry examination will show 
quite clearly the type of presentation to 
be expected, but this can be pretty well 
determined by a routine foetogram. 
There are three main types of foetal 
presentations: cephalic, breech, and trans- 
verse. The normal presentations are 
those of the occiput and vertex, provided 
the occiput does not lie posteriorly. 


All others are malpresentations, such 
as the following: the face and brow type 
of cephalic presentation, breech presenta- 
tion with varying foetal attitudes, and the 
oblique shoulder, extremity and trans- 
verse presentations. 


Placentography is the examination used 
to determine placenta praevia. 


Haemorrhage in the later stages of 
pregnancy is often due to placenta 
praevia. Radiological examination may be 
distinctly helpful in the majority of cases 
with ante-partum haemorrhage, to deter- 
mine the placental site. 


In our department the method of direct 
placentography, which is soft tissue 
radiography, is most commonly used. 
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This method will show the shadow of the 
placenta when it is implanted in the upper 
uterine segment in the majority of cases. 
A.P. and lateral views using soft-tissue 
technique are taken. 


As has already been mentioned, a foeto- 
gram will give the radiologist the 
necessary information in determining 
pregnancy, foetal age and position, and 
also in determining foetal abnormalities, 
multiple pregnancy and foetal death. 


Early pregnancy may be determined by 
the fifteenth or sixteenth weeks. In 
favourable cases foetal parts may be 
shown as early as the tenth or eleventh 
week in A.P. and lateral views. In these 
views, however, foetal parts may be 
obscurred by the mother’s vertebrae, 
therefore, additional oblique views and 
projections through the pelvic inlet may 
also be required. 


Should induction of labour or Caesarian 
section be indicated, the determining of 
foetal age will confirm the foetal viability, 
that is, its chances for survival. Foetal 
age is determined by the general appear- 
ance of the foetus, the presence of certain 
centres of ossification and the measure- 
ment of the foetal skull or femoral shaft. 
Though the general degree of ossification 
of the skull varies considerably at full 
maturity, the post mature skull is recog- 
nized by its complete and rigid-looking 
formation. Lower femoral, upper tibial 
and tarsal ossific nuclei will also be 
noticed. 


Radiologists have many ways of de- 
termining foetal death in radiograms. 
The following appearances will bring rise 
to the suspicion that foetal death is 
present: The foetal development is less 
than the average for a given period of 
pregnancy. In the absence of other signs 
of foetal death, it is advisable to re-exam- 
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ine after an interval of two to three weeks. 
If there has been no appreciable increase 
in the foetal size, it is reasonable to infer 
that foetal death has occurred. 


A second indication of foetal death is 
the “Spaulding sign.” This is disalign- 
ment and overriding of the cranial vault 
bones at the suture lines, due to the 
shrinkage of the cerebrum. 


Commonly after foetal death, the foetal 
attitude is one of general hyperflexion. 
The foetus appears as if “rolled up into a 
ball” and thus occupies a relatively small 
space in the uterus. After the twenty- 
fourth week, if the foetal heart can not 
be heard, and if hyperflexion is seen, 
foetal death is practically confirmed. 


In radiographs, foetal death can also be 
determined by the collapse of the thoracic 
cage and by spinal angulation. This is 
usually noticed in the lumbar and dorsal 
spine. 

Such foetal abnormalities as abnormal 
changes in foetal soft tissue, pathological 
changes in the foetal skeleton and abnor- 


malities of skeletal development may be 
detected radiographically. 


Hydrops Foetalis (dropsy) is charac- 
terized by such foetal soft tissue changes 
as: a halo-like shadow about the skull, 
expansion of the lower thorax and 
prominence of foetal abdomen. 


Anencephaly is a type of cranial mal- 
formation and is characterized by: the 
absence of cranial vault bones, the base 
of the skull being developed more or less 
completely, though often irregularly. 
Marked congenital deformities of the 
spine and thorax may also be noted. 


Hydramnion (excess of amniotic fluid) 
often accompanies such foetal abnormali- 
ties as anencephaly and Hydrops Foetalis. 
In hydramnion the uterus is seen to be 
disproportionately large to the foetus. 
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The Recognition of Multiple Pregnancy 


The recognition of multiple pregnancy 
is a simple matter by radiological exam- 
ination after the twentieth week. An 
x-ray examination is usually made in all 
cases in which multiple pregnancy is 
suspected, not only to confirm the diag- 
nosis, but also because foetal abnormali- 
ties and malpresentations are relatively 
much commoner in multiple pregnancy 
than if only one foetus is present. 


X-ray examination in the later stages 
of pregnancy may reveal the possibility 
of locking of the twins during labour and 
indicate the likely mechanism of labour. 
When twins are observed, special note of 
their skeletons should be made for signs 
of congenital abnormalities. 


In approximately four-fifths of all twin 
pregnancies, the combination of double 
breech or cephalic breech is found. 


When the size of twins differs greatly, 
the skeleton of the smaller one should be 
examined carefully for signs of foetal 
death. If death occurs in one twin and 
it is retained in the uterus for a period of 
time, its skeleton will appear shrunken 
and compressed. 


As we have already stressed, it is very 
important to realize the purpose of the 
examination before we decide if a pelvi- 
metry, placentography or foetography 
should be obtained. 


Extreme care should be exercised in 
obtaining good films which will give the 
necessary information to aid the radiolo- 
gist in making an accurate diagnosis. 


We trust we have shown the important 
part that radiographic examinations play 
in modern obstetrical practice and the 
major contributions made toward an 
accuracy in diagnosis which is not attain- 
able by clinical methods of examination 
alone.

GATEWAY TO THE NORTH 


By Anthony W. Cashman, Edmonton 


Your convention city for 1960 was founded by the women of Paris. They didn’t 
found it directly, but through their influence on style. Even in the 1790’s when France 
was rocked by a struggle for democracy the women of Paris exercised a dictatorship over 
style, and they suddenly decreed that beaver fur was in fashion. The beaver, up to this 
time, held a low priority in the fur trade, but with the decree from Paris the beaver shot 
to the top. The best beaver country in the northwest was around Edmonton and the two 
big companies were soon here in force. The trails the Indians followed in coming here 
to trade furs are now the routes of the railroads. 


There are some delightful theories on how Fort Edmonton got its name—one is that 
Hudson’s Bay Company clerk, John Peter Pruden, was fond of the poem about John 
Gilpin who went riding to the London suburb of Edmonton on his wedding anniversary. 
This theory has many debunkers, but since it is the most charming it deserves acceptance. 
The name Edmonton is a corruption of an an ancient Danish term meaning “happy hel- 
met” and this derivation was particularly appropriate in the happy years 1954-55-56 when 
Edmonton’s Eskimos made the Grey Cup their own. The date of our founding (1795) 
makes Edmonton an ancient place by North American standards, making us senior to the 
likes of Winnipeg, Calgary, Vancouver, Denver, Houston, Dallas and Chicago. While it 


is argued that Edmonton was only a fur-trade post for nearly a hundred years, the fur 
trade is now greater than it ever was. 


Edmonton became the provisional capital of sunny Alberta in 1905—winning out in a 
stiff fight with Calgary—and although it is still only the provisional capital there appears 
to be a little danger of the honor going elsewhere now. The English Renaissance style 
Legislative Building which marks the site of old Fort Edmonton, had thirty feet clipped 
off the original design for its wings because the first government figured it would never 
have enough civil servants to fill all the offices, but the bank of government buildings that 
now rises along the hill would seem to rule out any transfer. 


Edmonton, of course, is capital of “Sunny Alberta,” an adjective devised by Thomas 
Pearce, an Edmontonian for more than forty years. Mr. Pearce was out here in the sum- 
mer of 1891, one of the most beautiful in history. He was so impressed with things that 
he wrote a booklet called “Sunny Alberta” for the C.P.R. Immigration Department, and 
he was so sincere about it that he went back to Parry Sound, Ontario, and persuaded 
all his neighbors to come out and get in on the sunshine. Two trainloads arrived in the 


spring of 1892, when Mr. Pearce discovered to his horror that in 1892 it did nothing in 
Sunny Albereta but rain. 


Edmonton is the product of a boom-bust-boom cycle. It grew to its present physical 
dimensions in the real estate boom of 1906-1914, and has filled in that outline with people 
in the boom that started in 1947. The city has been written up extensively by visiting 
writers—some of whom have lingered as long as twelve hours. It has been called “the 
self-worshipping Narcissus of the nation,” “the dullest boom town on earth.” Its archi- 
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tecture has recently been described as “prideless,” although Edmonton does take pride in 
the fact that 80 per cent. of its homes are owner-occupied, and it may lead the country in 
this. Edmonton has led the country in other things. If you come to the convention by 
plane you will land at the first municipal airport in Canada (1927); you may phone 
some old acquaintances on the first dial telephone system in North America (1908); you 
might like to play golf on the first municipal golf course in Canada (1907). Edmonton 
had the first woman magistrate in the British Empire (1918); and Magistrate Murphy and 
four of her friends pushed through the famous Privy Council decision that caused women 
to be recognized in Canadian law as “persons.” Visitors to the race track at our Exhibi- 
tion Grounds wager their money under the protecting spirit of the late “Scotty” Walker, 
the farmer who made so much money on the races that he forced another famous legal 
decision: Race track winnings are capital gains and cannot be taxed. These are just a 
few of the events and personalities that have made your host city. As you fly away again 
take a close look at the airport. You may have heard of “the gateway to the north.” The 
airport is it. The Edmonton bush pilots flew out of it in the 1920’s and 30’s. Without 
them many of to-day’s great northern developments would still be part of the “vision” 
of the north.

The technical meeting was of much interest 
to all present. Dr. E. Rawlings, of Victoria 
Hospital, spoke on the series of venograms of 
the leg which have been done at this hospital 
over the past year. It was pointed out that the 
rate of blood flow is changed by the position of 
the patient and by muscle contraction by the 
patient, and examinations done by various 
methods have been evaluated. 


This series was done by the x-ray department, 
for evaluation by the surgical staff, and is a part 
of a study in an effort to reduce blood stasis and 
clotting in the leg, during surgery, and a sub- 
sequent serious and frequently fatal embolus. 


It seemed to be our night for students of 
blood vessels, as Morris McCready spoke on a 
method of femoral arteriograms that has been 
developed at Westminster Hospital. This in- 
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volves a simple platform to cover the entire 
table, into which a 36-inch cassette is placed, 
and manually moved. As it was pointed out 
that this examination is not one in which very 
great speed in film change is required, such 
equipment was an excellent method, and the 
films shown certainly bore out this statement. 
The technique recommended was 75 KVP, 100 
ma. for 3% secs. (75 mas.), at a distance of 60 
inches. 


Following the meeting a tour of the x-ray 
department was conducted, and then lunch was 
served in the cafeteria. During the lunch, a 
campaign was launched to get every Western 
Ontario member to vote in the O.S.R. executive 
elections and VOTE FOR ADELINE, our 
Western Ontario nominee.
